Looking Back And Up 

During 1946 and 1947 I col- 
locted my final 100 Southorn 
California summits over 5,000 
fect olevation. A froquont com- 
panion was Charlos D. Porlco, now 
Sunday Feature Editor and col- 
unnist of the Sm Bernardino Sune 
He was then on tho Pasadono Star 
Nows and authorcd o column, 
"Altadona Calling", in which ho 
often wrote up our foot-burning 
jounts to tho High Placos. 

I still have somo of Chuck's 
nowspapor accounts and occasion= 
elly indulge in nostalgic nom- 
orics reading them over. Ono, 
dated Oct. 3, 1946, brings back ao 
particularly onjoyablo trip xs 
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Locking Back And Up - cont'd. 
sharply cs if it he 
week. it roods in part: 

"Although our wives said we 
were foolish ss high school boys 
for starting cut on a mountain ex- 
podition in the middle of a thundor- 
storm, Woldon Eoald and I wont any- 
way, @iimbing North Baldy (official 
name Mt. Baden-Powoll). It was my 
88th trip up this 9399-foot neak 
and Weldon's third. 

Driving across Antelope Volloy 
wo hit a humdinger of a cloudburst 
and for seven miles the road was 
covored by as mich as two foot of 
water, Minor Mississippis flowod 
where 30 minutes before thero was 
only sand. Beyond Little Rock the 
rain stopped and we had only clouds 
and sum tho rest of tho timo. 

The whole sight milos up and 
down tho poaks wo were treatod to a 
Wagnerian cxtrevigcnza of clouds 
which swirlod about us and made us 
fecl we were on a 14,000 foot 
mountain. Nothing seemed rool. 
There was a magnificent view of tho 
desert, where the sun made huge 
shadows of the clouds. 

That night we camped at uppor 
Big Pinos, the sole occupants ox- 
copt for decr. Tho clouds had 
cleared and the sky glittered with 
a million stars, a display that ono 
novor socs any more in our smog= 
fillod valley. 





I must mention the food, packed 


fit for a king by Phyllis Heald 
who even included a menu to guide 
us. Here's what we had for dimnor 
(quoting directly from Phyllis! 
notes: ‘After grace eat - tomato 
soup (can add bullion cube); steak = 
you lucky dovils; mushrooms for 
your steak if you yvish; onion - to 
fry - optional; lettuce salad, 
should be nice and cold by now; 
choeso dressing - good; cheese, 
crackers, cookios, cake, coffeo. 
The breakfast menu started: 'I 
hope you slept well. It's very hot 
hore at home.!"

NAME & PURTOSE: no change 


MEMBERSHIP: 221 activities of this section shail be open to allman 
bers of tho Sisrra Club. Any mombor of tho Sierra Club may become a 
member of the Eundred Peeks Section upon (a) ascending twenty-five 
peaks of the current Hundred Peaks list, (b) making application to the 
Section indicating such a desire and his acceptance of the Section's 
by-laws, (c) subscribing to the newsletter through the section Troa- 
suror. Such mombors shall retain momborship in the Scction only so 
Jong as they arc mombers in good standing in tho Sierra Club. Only 
members of the Soction shall be entitled to vote at the Section moot- 
ings and to hold office within tho Section. On climbing 100 poaks, a 
member may woar the badge of the Section. 


OFFICERS: Tho executive body of the Soction shall be the Central Com- 
mitteo consisting of soven members, Four members shall constitute a 
quorum. At the annual olcction mooting six members shall bo oloctod 
by 2 ballot, who together with the immcdiate past chairman shall con- 
stitute the Central Committco. At the first Central Conmmittoo moot~ 
ing officors shall be selectcd and shall take office inmediately 
thereafter. Tho Contral Committee shall select a Chairman, Vico Chairs 
man, Sceretary, and Treasurer. No mombor shall servo as Chairman 
oftener than once in three years, If a vacancy occurs during tho 
year, the Committee shall select a now committoo mombor. Upon tho 
failure of a committee membor. to attend 2 consecutive business mcot- 
ings his position can be declored vacant by 2 majority vote of the 
members present and the position filled by vote of thoso committee 
members present.
